Stove Blows Up. 

The extreme cold weather during 
the past week has caused considera- 
ble trouble in the homes of those 
people who were supplied with water 
pipes.

Equipped with Air Power. 

The officials of the Third Avenue Rail- 
way company took car No. 18 of the 
American Air Power company and ran 
it from the power station at Fort Lee 
ferry to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street to the Boulevard, thence tof 
Forty-second street, across to Sixth ave- 
nue, returning by t he same route to the 
compressing station at the ferry. The oar 
left at II :02 p. m. and returned at 12:23, 
having oonsumod a-n hour and twenty- 
three minutes in the working trip of 
ten miles, including all delays. 

The car performed a perfect service, 
readily clknibed the Boulevard grades, 
the heaviest of which is between five 
and six per cent., and extends from One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street to 
One Hundred and Fifteenth street. 

The entire trip was made with cue 
change of air, with a large reeerve at 
the conclusion. This is one of the two 
cars that have performed a service of 
19.000 miles oo Oue Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth street since last August with- 
out delay or accident.
